“ The United States is not mak­ 


ing 
as 
much 
headway 
in 
sup­ 


pressing the Filipinos as the news­ 


papers 
we 
receive 
from 
home 


would have 
the 
people believe. 
We gain every battle we engage 


in, but the government is too slow 


in sending troops to reinforce us, 


and 
in 
consequence 
we 
cannot 


hold the territory that we acquire. 


For instance, we leave a town that 
we have taken from the enemy,but 


no sooner do we do so than the 


Filipinos return and take posses­ 


sion. 
Because of lack of tropps 
we have had to capture one point 
tw o and three times. 


“ The roads are so bad that it is 


difficult to get to the front 
with 


provisions, and we frequently suf­ 


fer for rations. 
Marching is very 


difficult, as the mud is often up 


to one’s knees. 
The rainy sea­ 


son will soon be over, and it is said 


we will then push the war with a 


vengeance. 


“ I have never seen it rain 
as 


bard as it does here, and we are in­ 


formed by the natives that this has 


been the rainiest 
season 
knowu 


here in nearly fifty 
years. 
The 


whole of the island of Luzon ex­ 


cept the mountains has been under 


water from one to six feet deep. 


Our regiment has done guard duty 


standing in water waist deep. 
W e 


lived 
on 
hardtack 
and 
canned 


goods, as it was impossible to start 


a fire to cook meat. 
I have seen 


the water rise twenty-two inches 


here in less than an hour. 


“ O n the 13th of June our regi­ 


ment, except one company, swam 


the river in front of the enemy’s 


breastworks, 
under a heavy fire, 


and lost only one man, as the F il­ 


ipinos fired too high. 
Our boys 


made the enemy keep their heads 


under their trenches, and in conse­ 


quence they would hold their guns 


over the trenches and fire without 


suit of a sunstroke sustained the 
loth of last June. 
“ The hospitals are full of pa­ 
tients, caused by the excessive heat 
and rainy weather. 
The prevail­ 
ing diseases are fever and chronic 
diarrhoea, 
with a 
few 
cases 
of 
smallpox* 
“ M any of the boys who came 
here under Order No. 40 have been 
discharged, and most of the troops 
here now are recruits. 
I firmly be­ 
lieve that it will take 100,000 men 
to hold Luzon island alone. 
There 
are about 30,000 troops here now, 
but we do not control one-hun­ 
dredth part of the country. 
“ Aguinaldo is said to have about 
100,000 followers, and 
they 
are 
well supplied with guns and am­ 
munition, 
their 
weapons 
being 
nearly all Mauser rifles, with a few 
Remingtons. 
T h ey 
are 
getting 
help from some source that keeps 
our commanders guessing. 
They 
also have a few field pieces, mostly 
i-pound 
mountain 
guns. 
Th ey 
also had a few shrapnel guns, but 
they must have disappeared, 
for 
we have not had any shells throv» n 
among our troops lately. 
It may 
be they threw the guns in the river, 
as they do with their other arms 
when retreating, and later go and 
fish them out again.

co untry . I miss the D em o c r a t 
v ery much, a nd w o uld be o blig ed 
if y o u wo uld send me a bundle o f

Circuit Clerk P. H. Longan this 
morning reached the determination 
to follow the old law in the matter 
of fees in criminal cases, and will 
certify to the county court the fees 
of the 
constables and justices as 
furnished by those officers. 
He contends that, until the new 
law, familiarly known as the Bar­ 
nett bill, placing justices and con­ 
stables on a salary of $50 a month 
each in lieu of costs in criminal 
cases, is decided to be legal, his 
wisest course will be to follow the 
laws already in force. 
Mr. Longan last month certified 
the bills for last month 
as ihey 
came from the justices and consta­ 
bles, and then issued supplemental 
bills, omitting the costs of the jus­ 
tices and constable. 
This month 
he will not certify the supplemen- 


lal bills. 
The justices and constable, when 
they are refused their fees by the 
county court, will begin mandamus 
proceedings to compel the court to 
order the payment. 
In this way 
the matter will get to the circuit 
court, and thence, it is thought, to 
the supreme court. 
The county court, it is under­ 
stood, intormed Circuit Clerk Lon­ 
gan that, if he would certify the 
bills under the new law it would 
back 
him in the mandamus pro­ 
ceedings sure to follow. 
It is stated, however, that Coun­ 
ty Attorney Steele informed the 
court that, should Mr. Longan be 
proceeded against, the court would 
have no right to pay the costs. 
The justices and constable have 
employed ex-Judge of the Supreme 
Court Williams, of Boonville, and 
John Bohling, of this city, to pro­ 
ceed against the county court and 
test 
the constitutionality of the 
Barnett 
law, 
while 
Sangree 
& 
Lamm and G. W . Barnett have 
been employed by the county court 
to defend the law. 
Constable Robb stated that since 
last A pril none of his deputies had 
drawn fees as witnesses in criminal 
cases, and that, so far as he could, 
he was obeying the provisions of 
the law governing the payment of 
fees to officers 
of 
the city and 
county, but that he proposed to 
see that all his fees were paid. The 


law, placing him on salary, he de­ 
clares, is clearly unconstitutional, 
and he does not believe the case 
will go beyond the circuit court. 
Circuit Clerk Longan inclines to 
the belief tliat the law will be up­ 
held, unless it be that Sedalia is 
shown to have less than 15,000 in­ 
habitants, which will render the 
law void. 
The statutes provide a means for 
determining the population of 
a 
county, but is silent as to the city, 
and the contention ^is made that, 
until a new census is taken, the 
last United States census in the one { 
upon which to base such laws. The | 
census of 1890 credited 
Sedalia 
with but little more than 14,00(4 
inhabitants, the township and city 
combined being less than the re- 
(¿uired 15,000. 
The county court will meet on 
the first 
Monday in November, 
when the matter will be brought 
to a head.
